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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Mason '130 patent is not 
substantially hollow or open because the hood 22 seals of the "entire proximal end" This is incorrect. In fact, the Mason '130 patent is 
designed to excavate material, hence the provision of suction means 66, 68, 70, stem 24 and vent tube 32. See also col 7, lines 1-20. 
Applicant has provided no definition of "substantially open." Indeed, Applicant's own drawings for their invention suggest that the term 
"substantially open" was meant be read broadly. See Fig. 4. Accordingly, the Mason '130 patent anticipates claims 23 and 25; thus, the 
final rejection is maintained.. 
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
